A meeting is set for 7 p.m. tonight, 
Thursday, Aug. 1, at Victory Station at 
Five Points in Belleville for the victims of 
disbarred Belleville attorney Thomas A. 
White. 

Steven Z. Cohen, who had filed suit 
against White on behalf of a family who 
lost hundreds of thousands of dollars, 
wants to get all the victims together to talk 
about a general adversary proceeding that 
would be less expensive for the victims 
than individual cases. 

Cohen said White’s bankruptcy filing 
can’t discharge a fraudulent action. 


Cohen, who has practiced law for 35 
years, called White “the best confidence 
man we’ve ever seen.” 

He said from the number of victims who 
have come forward, White had a viable 
practice and could have had a good living 
had he proceeded honestly. 

Cohen has talked to many of the victims 
over the last week and he said there is a 
volume of work that has to be done in a 
short time to help the people and the work 
needs skilled lawyering. 

Cohen is being assisted by the newest 
attorney in his Royal Oak law firm, Aaron 
Silvenis, formerly of Belleville. 


Disbarred Belleville attorney 
files for Chapter 7 Bankruptcy

Thomas A. White, whose law office 
had been at 35 Main Street in the City of 
Belleville for 20 years, was disbarred from 
the practice of law as of July 15 and filed 
for Chapter 7 bankruptcy on July 19. 

Only active members of the Michigan 
Bar Association are eligible to practice law 
in Michigan. 

White had agreed not to take any new 
cases after May 22, the day he signed the 
Attorney Discipline Board’s Stipulation 
for Consent Order of Discipline through 
the Attorney Grievance Commission. 
Two clients called the Independent office 
reporting he had taken them on as clients 
since that date. 

Also in the signed agreement he promised 
to repay some of his clients their lost funds, 
but when he filed bankruptcy that was put 
on hold. 

Those 14 clients now are listed on his 
bankruptcy filing, but many others have 
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called the Independent office and come 
in person in to tell of the money they said 
White took from them. |

creditors is set for 11 
a.m., Aug. 28, before 
Bankruptcy Trustee 
Wendy Turner Lewis at 
Room 315, 211 W. Fort 
St. Bldg., Detroit. 
In his bankruptcy 
filing, White stated he White 
had 1-49 creditors, had estimated assets 
of $100,000 to $200,000, and estimated 
liabilities of $1 million to $10 million. 

On Oct. 12, 2012 a professional 
malpractice case was filed by Georgina and 
Jeffrey Hamilton vs. The Law Office of 
Thomas White. On Jan. 11,2013, a consent 
judgment was filed for $50,000. 

On March 15,2013 a Writ of Garnishment 
was filed and on July 3 an Order to Seize 
Property was signed and filed.

She said they had to give it all back 
after White filed bankruptcy because of 
provisions of the bankruptcy law. 

Hamilton said they had hired White 
to represent them over a_ trademark 


infringement case against another person. 
She said by the time they were done it cost 
$20,000 in legal fees to another lawyer to 
turn around the mess created by White’s 
actions, but there was permanent damage 
to their business. 

Hamilton said this was so distressing 
because she went to school with White.

Goldman said on Friday that victims 
can submit paperwork to the State Bar of 
Michigan Crime Victims Fund and his law 
firm will help people fill out the application 
forms with no charge. 
He said it is his understanding that each 
application is reviewed by the Attorney 
Grievance Committee and victims can get 


up to 30-35% of their loss reimbursed. 

Goldman said he was helping a new 
client who had money taken by Thomas A. 
White, the disbarred attorney, and the man 
stung him by saying, “You sound as sincere 
as White did when he took my money.” 

Goldman said attorneys have a bad 
reputation and when something like the 
White incident happens, “It affects all of 
our reputations.”

VBT board meets in special 
workshop to consider ‘14 budget

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees met in a special work/study 
meeting on Monday to consider proposed 
amendments to the $13.6 million budget 
for 2013 and to look at ways to cut the 
2014 budget they will be putting together. 

The amended budget will be put into 
official format and presented to the board 
at an upcoming workshop for further 
discussion. 

The 2014 budget hearings will be at days 
set aside in October, but board members 
will be considering ways to cut the budget 
before then. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said $800,000 is 
coming to the budget from unrestrained 
landfill funds and that needs to be cut 
back. 

Deputy Supervisor Karin LaMothe 
gave a presentation on $444,437 in new, 
departmental cuts, but she included as part 
of the total the unexpected reimbursement 
from the U.S. Coast Guard for the Princess 
Laura sinking. 

VBT had paid $15,299.50 to the Western 
Wayne County Fire Department Mutual 
Aid Association for the work on Princess 
Laura and on July 1 the USCG awarded 
VBT $18,781.19 for its claim. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said that shouldn’t have 
been listed as part of the reduced expenses, 
since the township had paid for the work 
out of its “other” account and was being 
reimbursed, with about $3,000 extra, that 
would go back into that account. 

LaMothe noted that several projects are 
being postponed from the 2013 budget 
until early 2014, including technology 
infrastructure and HVAC upgrades. Jahr 
said this was only kicking the problem 
down the road, if those projects needed to 
be done. 

She listed reduced 2013 expenses made by 
directors and noted that during the week of 
July 15-19, all VBT employees were asked 
to submit anonymous suggestions for cost 
savings and revenue enhancements. The 
suggestions were provided in a list for the 
board to consider. 

She also presented a spreadsheet, 
put together by her and DDA Director 
Susan Ireland, with tax information from 
SEMCOG and Wayne County about the 
43 communities in Wayne County, not 
counting Northville and Grosse Pointe 
Shores, which are in multiple counties. 

She said Sumpter Township was the 
only community in the county that paid 
lower taxes than VBT. Both pay the 0.7 
library operating millage, but that was not 
included in the totals because the money 


goes directly to the library. 

VBT has a tax rate of 4.9144 (4 mills 
for public safety plus .9144 for township 
operating), which amounts to an estimated 
$157.71 tax dollar paid per resident. 

Sumpter Township has a tax rate of 
4.7904 (3 mills for police, 1 mill for fire, 
and 0.7904 for township operating), which 
amounts to an estimated $156.68 tax dollar 
paid per resident. 

Actually, the City of Woodhaven has 
the lowest with $123.20 tax dollar per 
resident. 

City of Belleville residents pay twice as 
much as VBT or Sumpter, with a tax rate 
of 18.1260 mills and tax dollar paid per 
resident of $356.99, plus the 0.7 library 
millage. 

Although some municipalities charge 
for trash removal, Treasurer Budd pointed 
out VBT residents have never had to pay 
for trash removal because of an agreement 
with the landfill. 

When Trustee Brenda McClanahan 
asked how much the township had in its 
fund balance, Budd said $3.9 million. The 
landfill account is separate and carries $8 
million more, Budd said. 

When Trustee Reggie Miller asked how 
the township is compared to last year at this 
time, Budd said, “We’re in worse shape 
this year than last year,” adding, “We are 
taking in less and less.” 

Trustee McClanahan said with the police 
not hiring two officers, as planned, but just 
one this year, “Your overtime will start 
going up.” 

Public Safety Director Greg Laurain said 
he has reduced his department’s total by 
$100,000, but he has money in there to hire 
two officers, but he is worried about the 
costs of benefits. He said he is down to 39 
sworn officers, including himself, from 46 
officers four years ago. He said one officer 
is retiring this year and two officers retiring 
next year. 

“We need full and frank budget hearings 
when putting together the 2014 budget,” 
Jahr said, referring to police needs. 

There was discussion about how to use 
the funds available to provide what the 
residents want. 

Clerk Leon Wright said the landfill funds 
are expected to run out in 11 years and, 
“We’ve got to start making adjustments 
now... What are you going to live off of, 
what level of services will you have in 
11 years? ... You can’t just flip the script 
overnight.” 

After more discussion, former Supervisor 
Paul White said he felt they were putting a 
lot of pressure on the directors by requiring 
the directors to write up narratives on their

budget cuts in a short period of time, as 
they had been discussing. 

He noted that there has been a drastic 
decline in general fund revenue from 2008 
to 2013, with property taxable values 
dropping 25.7% from 2008-12. 

White criticized some of the recent 
budget decisions and said the 2012 Audited 
General Fund Budget could very easily be 
used as a guideline in amending the 2013 


general budget. 

Although White didn’t read the final lines 
on his prepared remarks that were provided 
to the press, his statement to Supervisor 
Linda Combs would have been: “Come to 
work and do your job. Do not allocate your 
authority and responsibilities to someone 
else.” He obviously referred to the new 
role of Deputy Supervisor Karin LaMothe. 


District Library Board approves up 
to $4,500 for DNR site soil borings

The Belleville Area District Library 
Board approved spending up to $4,500 for 
preliminary soil borings on the Department 
of Natural Resources lakeside site north of 
the Belleville Bridge. 

At its regular meeting July 9, the board 
voted unanimously to engage SME, Inc. of 
Plymouth to do reduced-scope borings for 
$2,900, with a cap of $4,500 if more boring 
was indicated necessary. 

The additional work would be authorized 
by the library director or her designee or 
the board president. 

The reduced scope borings include six 
bores of 130’: two for the building at 20’, 
two for the building at 30’, and two for the 
parking at 15’. 

Daniel E. Whisler of Penchansky Whisler 
Architects of Ann Arbor presented the 
proposal for Preliminary Geotechnical 
Investigation and Report for the proposed 
new Belleville Area District Library on the 
potential DNR lake site. 

Whisler said he solicited three 
geotechnical firms for price quotes: SME, 
Inc. of Plymouth, PSI, Inc. of Plymouth, 
and TEC, Inc. of Troy and recommended 
SME. 

Whisler said it is expected more drilling 
will be needed as the project progresses and 


these drillers can be used for construction 
testing because they will be familiar with 
the site. 

Whisler said the point of doing the boring 
is to see if there are fill soils on the site, “So 
we'll know.” 

He said the total height of the southeastern 
site is 663’ to 665’ and the lake is 651’ so 
there is a difference of 13’. There is a slope 
to Belleville Road of 20’, he said. 

Since the land is 13’ above the water, they 
will penetrate to virgin soil, even if there’s 
fill on the site, he said. 

“Tf there’s fill, they will drill until they get 
through it,” Whisler said. 

He said they are not looking for 
contamination, but the drillers will let the 
architect know what they find. He said 
maybe in the future they will do a Phase I 
environmental study. 

When talking about the water table, Whisler 
said water tables fluctuate throughout the 
year, but “You can do anything if you have 
enough money.” 

He said they don’t plan on building a 
basement, but an underground parking site 
is considered. 

SME said based on their current schedule, 
they can begin field exploration within 
a week after receiving authorization to 
proceed.

White disbarment 
uncovers dozens 
of local victims 


Since last week’s front-page story on a 
local attorney being disbarred, we’ve had 
more than a dozen people come to our office 
and call us on the phone hoping to get more 
information on former attorney Thomas A. 
White. They say they had given him money 
for various things including trust funds, and 
have lost their money. And, he is no longer 
in business. 

Steven Z. Cohen, attorney for a family he 
said had been bilked by White, said since 
last week’s Independent was published, 
he has had more than 30 phone calls from 
other victims of White. 

“In 35 years, P ve never seen one this 
bad,” he said of White’s illegal activity as 
an attorney. “We’ve been trashed by one of 
our own... He’s the best confidence man 
we’ve ever seen.” 

Cohen said one of White’s former teachers 
at BHS told him he has lost a lot of money 
and now is doubting his own judgment. 
One lady is losing her house that has been 
in her family for 100 years. Another family 
has had two suicides of those seeking to get 
their money back. 

Michigan State Police Detective Marc 
Moore, at the Monroe Post, who was 
investigating one case against White, 
returned from his vacation on Monday to 
find 25 messages and more calls coming in. 
Many want White in prison. 

This is the biggest and saddest story we 
have ever written and we have been thanked 
over and over again for letting people know 
about it. It’s far from over.

On Monday, The Detroit News web site 
ran yet another story on the hefty pensions 
granted by Wayne County Executive 
Robert Ficano to his appointees. The 
pensions for young retirees are high 
considering the county’s pension system 
is one of the worst-funded in the nation at 
less than 50%. 

The story started out about 41-year-old 
Matt Schenk, a top aide to Ficano, who 
was due to get a pension worth nearly 
$97,000 a year after just 8.5 years on the 
job. It could cost the system up to $1.7 
million. 

The story showed the details of the other 
retirees that had accepted an initial buyout 
extended to 40 appointees, but had agreed 
to stay on longer. These eight are expected 
to cost the retirement system up to an extra 
$4.7 million. 

Among those listed, with all the details 
of their pensions, was Belleville’s Mayor 
Kerreen Conley, who retired as Facilities 
Management Director in August 2012 at 
the age of 45 after 12 years on the job. Her 
salary had been $109,000 and her pension 
is $72,700 a year. The cost to the system 
is estimated to be $552,039 because she 
left early, at an age younger than 50. She 
seems to be enjoying her retirement.

In another news report out of Detroit, we 
learn the city’s new Police Chief James 
Craig has dismissed a few top officials 
including Deputy Chief Melvin Turner, 
head of community policing. 

You may recall that Melvin Turner had 
been police chief in Sumpter Township 
for a while before claiming he was forced 
to resign. 
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He filed a federal Civil Rights law suit 
on Nov. 28, 2007 claiming he was forced 
to resign because he is African-American. 
He also claimed retaliation for filing a 
Civil Rights complaint. Turner got an out- 
of-court settlement of $100,000. Of that, 
$20,000 was paid by the township and the 
rest by its insurance company. 

We’re told the settlement was a business 
decision for the township and its insurance 
carrier, since going to trial potentially 
would cost a lot more. Actually, several 
on the township board said they thought 
he wasn’t doing his job.

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Motorcyclist dies in accident at 
Hannan Road, S. I-94 Service Dr. 


Glenn Herring, 57, of Romulus, 
was pronounced dead at the scene of a 
motorcycle-vehicle accident at the corner 
of Hannan Road and the South I-94 Service 
Drive shortly after 9:38 p.m. Saturday. 

Van Buren Township Police Lt. Kenneth 
Floro said the preliminary investigation 
showed that a 20-year-old Ypsilanti man 
was driving a GMC Yukon sport utility 
vehicle westbound on Northline Road when 
he collided with a motorcycle traveling 
south on Hannan Road. 

Both of those on the motorcycle were 
ejected as a result of the collision. The 
passenger, Jacquelynn Garcia, 50, of 
Romulus, suffered extensive injures and 
was transported by Health Link to Oakwood 
Hospital in Dearborn, where she was listed 
in critical condition, Lt. Floro said. 

The driver of the Yukon did not suffer any 
injuries in the accident and was released at 
the scene. 

The VBT Accident Investigation Team 
was called to the scene to investigate and 
collect evidence. Alcohol does not appear 
to be a factor and the incident remains 
under investigation, Lt. Floro said. 

Besides the VBT Public Safety 
Department, called to the scene were the 
Romulus Police and Fire Departments, 
Health Link and Huron Valley Ambulance.

Belleville crosswalk 
repair set at Main Street

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority has approved replacing the 
failing bricked crosswalk on Main Street 
at Denton and Liberty with stamped 
concrete.

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Court Watching: 
Judge Slavens sentences 


17-year-old burglar to 
up to 22 yrs. in Jackson

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Mark 
T. Slavens has sentenced Brian Baker, 17, 
of Van Buren Township to up to 22 years in 
Jackson Prison. 

During his July 25 sentencing Baker stood 
next to his attorney 
James McGinnis as his 
Presentence Report was 
reviewed. 

This is where the 
Independent heard that 
Baker had been out on 
probation as a juvenile 
from Washtenaw County 
for four home invasions | 
when he committed five 
more in VBT’s Haggerty Subdivision from 
Feb. 19 to April 12 this year. 

Although these prior crimes put him in a 
higher category for sentencing, Judge Slavens 
said he would abide by the sentencing 
recommendations of the plea agreement. 

Sentencing and restitution followed. 

e On the Feb. 19 case at 10991 Buchanan 
for pleading guilty as charged to 2"! Degree 
Home Invasion, Baker got 2-15 years at 
Michigan Department of Corrections plus 
restitution of a $500 insurance deductible 
paid to Michelle Solak. 

e On the March 15 case at 10637 Jackson, 
for pleading guilty as charged to 1* Degree 
Home Invasion, stealing from a person and 
stealing property and stealing a firearm, 
Baker got 2 years for a felony firearms 
conviction followed by 2-20 years for home 
invasion. Restitution was not requested 
but the prosecutor left it open for possible 
restitution of insurance deductible and time 
off from work. 

e The March 25 case at 11130 Van Buren was 
dismissed in the plea agreement. Restitution

had not been requested. The prosecutor 
reserved restitution until she could contact 
the homeowner. 

e On the April 5 case at 10914 Buchanan, 
Baker was sentenced to 2 years for felony 
firearms followed by 2-20 years for home 
invasion. Additional charges of larceny 
of $1,000 or more but less than $20,000, 
stealing firearms, receiving and concealing 
firearms were dismissed as part of the plea 
agreement. 

The prosecutor said the victims asked for 
$8,907 in restitution, but Baker’s attorney 
did not agree with that figure and requested 
a restitution hearing be scheduled. 

e The April 12 case at 41408 Coolidge for 2™ 
Degree Home Invasion case was dismissed 
in the plea agreement and restitution had not 
been requested. 

Besides restitution, Baker has court costs 
and fees totaling $1,564 and has 92 days of 
jail credit. 

Just prior to sentencing, Wayne County 
Assistant Prosecutor Danielle Russo said one 
of the victims, James Laine, said it best. He 
hopes he (Baker) learns his lesson and asked 
someone tell the kid’s father to talk to him. 

“My heart is broken for the father,” Laine is 
quoted as saying. 

Baker’s attorney McGinnis said his client 
is 17 years old and has committed a lot of 
crimes. He said we have to find a way to 
place the blame and he had to be shaped by 
his background. 

McGinnis said Baker lost his mother two 
years ago after she became ill when he was 
11. 

“I don’t think we can ask a kid to shoulder 
all the blame and all the responsibility,” 
McGinnis said. “We need a sentence that can 
reshape him and do him some good. Sending 
him to Jackson won’t do this. In some ways 
he’s been victimized as well as the victims of 
the crimes.” 

Prosecutor Russo said she had been a 
prosecutor in juvenile court for years. She 
said by having nine victims at the age of 17, 
he sent himself here and it’s up to himself to 
turn it around. 

“You don’t get to leave nine victims in your 


wake. I feel bad, but he had a chance with 
the juvenile system. At 17 you know what is 
going on.” 

Baker had nothing to say in his defense 
when asked by Judge Slavens. 

There were no victims in the courtroom. 
Judge Slavens said he felt bad that Baker was 
17 years old, but that he had his chance as a 
juvenile. 

Slavens said, “I completely disagree with 
Mr. McGinnis. I’m sorry you lost your 
mother. You had a chance with the juvenile 
system. I do see a benefit to keeping you in 
prison for public safety.” 

Judge Slavens asked Baker to turn around 
and look at his grandmother. Baker turned 
slightly and Slavens asked, “What do you 
see?” Baker said softly, “I see love and I see 
pain” and turned back to face Judge Slavens. 

“No, turn and look in her eyes,” Judge 
Slavens directed. 

“I don’t want to,” Baker said. 

“You have to look at her so you remember 
this,” Judge Slavens said, asking Baker if she 
deserves this? 

“No,” he replied softly. 

“Your father doesn’t deserve this and the 
public doesn’t deserve this,” Judge Slavens 
said. 

Baker and his grandmother started to cry 
and others in the courtroom got choked-up. 

Baker’s grandmother had been at all the 
hearings. His father was in the courtroom for 
sentencing, but had to leave for work. 

VBT Detective Derek Perez was in charge of 
the investigation and took Baker’s statement. 
Lt. Charles Bazzy conducted the search of 
Baker’s residence where he found a firearm 
hidden in his father’s bedroom. 

A VBT crime map reviewed by the 
Independent showed Haggerty Subdivision 
had 11 burglaries from January through 
April 2012, including repeat breakings & 
enterings at two of the same residences. From 
January 2013 through April 12, 2013, there 
were seven B&Es with forced entry, and one 
without. 

After Baker’s arrest on April 12, there was 
just one home invasion, without forced entry, 
from April 13 through July 25.

Davon Miller sentenced 


to 3 months in jail for 
cocaine possession

On July 24, Davon Miller, 34, was 
formally sentenced to 3 months in jail 
for possession of cocaine and $1,200 in 
court costs that must be paid before he is 
released. 

Miller recently moved from a rented home 
at 10573 Belleville 
Road in Van Buren 
Township. According 
to VBT Police, a search 
warrant was executed 
by the SIU and other 
officers from VBT at 
that location on Aug. 
23,2012. 

At the time, besides 
Miller, Rodrique 
Bighman and Miller’s mother Valerie 
Barnes were also arrested and quantities of 
narcotics were seized. 

Between August and when Miller 
picked up his two pitbulls at the end of 
May, numerous calls from residents to the 
Police Department, Animal Control, and 
the pitbull rescue Buster Foundation were 
made to address concerns over the welfare 
of the dogs running at large, being alone in 
the home, and the safety of the public. 

Charges of possession of marijuana 
and habitual offender were dismissed 
for Miller’s guilty plea of possession of 
cocaine. 

Miller arrived at Judge James R. 
Chylinski’s courtroom on crutches for 
sentencing at the Frank Murphy Hall of 
Justice in Detroit. Judge Chylinski noted 
that Miller had been in a wheel chair the 
last time he was in court and was glad he 
appeared to be getting better.

The document said, based on White’s 
plea of no contest, the hearing panel found 
that White: 

e failed to refund an advance payment 
of fee that was not earned in violation of 
Michigan Rules of Professional Conduct 
(MRPC) 1.16(d); 

e failed to promptly pay or deliver funds 
that a client or third person was entitled to 
receive, in violation of MRPC 1.1(b)(3); 

e neglected a legal matter entrusted to 
him in violation of MRPC 1.1(c); 

e failed to seek the client’s lawful 
objectives through reasonably available 
means permitted by law, in violation of 
MRPC 1.2(a); 

e counseled a client to engage in, or 
assisted a client to engage in, conduct the 
lawyer knows is illegal or fraudulent, in 
violation of MRPC 1.2(c); 

e failed to act with reasonable diligence 
and promptness in representing the client, 
in violation of MRPC 1.3; 

e failed to keep a client reasonably 
informed of the status of a matter, in 
violation of MRPC 1.4(a); 

e failed to explain a matter to a client 
to the extent necessary to permit the client 
to make informed decisions regarding 
the representation, in violation of MRPC 
1.4(b); 

e charged or collected a clearly excessive 
fee, in violation of MRPC 1.5(a);

representation, in violation of MRPC 
1.5(b); 

e entered into a business transaction with 
a client where the terms of the transaction 
were not fair and reasonable to the client, 
in violation of MRPC 1.8(a)(1); 

e entered into a business transaction 
with a client without giving the client a 
reasonable opportunity to seek the advice 
of independent counsel, in violation of 
MRPC 1.8(a)(2); 

e failed to promptly notify a client when 
funds or property in which a client has 
an interest was received, in violation of 
MRPC 1.15(b)(1); 

e failed to promptly pay or deliver 
funds or other property that the client was 
entitled to receive, in violation of MRPC 
1.15(b)(2); 

e failed to timely deposit and maintain 
property of his client or third persons in an 
IOLTA account and failed to hold property 
of his clients or third persons separate from 
his own, in violation of MRPC 1.15(d); 
and 

e brought a proceeding, or asserted an 
issue therein, where the basis for doing so 
was frivolous, in violation of MRPC 3.1. 

The panel also found that White violated 
MRPC 8.4(a)-(c), which includes engaging 
in conduct involving dishonesty, fraud, 
deceit or misrepresentation, and Michigan 
Court Rules (MCR) 9.104(1)-(4), which 
includes entering into an agreement to 
prevent a party from bringing a grievance, 
requiring the party to drop a grievance, or 
to seal evidence of a grievance from court 
records. 

White was ordered to be disbarred 
from the practice of law in Michigan and 
pay restitution in the aggregate amount 
of $333,604.67. He also was ordered to 
be subject to a condition relevant to the 
alleged misconduct. Costs were assessed 
in the amount of $1,801.53.
